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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The replacement-drawings were received on 15 December 2005. These 
drawings are acceptable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -9 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Previously, 
claims 1-7 and 9 were provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting. Applicant noted that since this was the only 
rejection remaining in the instant application, it should be withdrawn in view of the 
practice outlined in MPEP § 804 (l)(B). Thus, the Examiner hereby withdraws the 
provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection cited in the previous office 
action. 

4. Thus, regarding independent claim 1 , the prior art of record neither shows or 
suggests a light source comprising, in addition to other limitations of the claim, a non- 
planar flexible multilayer reflector positioned to reflect LED light onto a phosphor 
material. Due to their dependency upon independent claim 1 , claims 2-9 are also 
allowable. 

5. The subject non-planar flexible multilayer reflector described above is provided 
for maintaining reflectivity and avoiding leakage of polarized light at moderate to high 
incidence angles. The design is new and unique to the art.
